Fort Saskatchewan. The government 
fs desirous doing its 
Northern and realizes that 
the most tmportant work to be un- 
@ertaken im the near future is the 
complet an efficient system of 
drainage, hat the country may be 
rapidly erat ed in the spring. and any 
wnusuail rainfall run off, thus per- 
mitting of roads being properly made 
and kept in good repair. Realizing 
the importance of this qubject. I am 
now considering the advisability of 
purchasng one or more steam ditch- 
ing machines These machines have 
bera used with gre wuccess = in 
Western Untario, where dralnage has 
been resorted to From investiga- 
tions made by our department, it 
Would appear that ditch work can 
be done by Wiese machines much 
more cheaply than with horses and 
scrapers, and may be done in any 
kind of weather. In the Edmonton 
district, and to the south, we have 
several schemes in view. We propose 
to make a survey of these schemes 
and proceed to their completion, pro- 
vided the owners of properties largely 
be mefitted th by will agree to pay & 
air proportion of the cost. 

“Hetween $200,000 and $200 000 will 
have been spent before the close of 
the ea in making such public im 
provements in the way of roads 
ornages, ferries and ditches as are 
required to meet the rapidly grow 
ine demands created by the wonder 
tut aevelopment of the country 
during the year. This sum ts largely 
in excess of any previous years, and 
though it has taxed our financial re 
sources. it has proved far too small 
to undertake all the work’ necessary 
I am giad to be able to say, however 
that Northtrn Afbtrta has had a lib- 
eral share of our appropriatien, and 
some very important works have 
been undertaken and most of them 
com pieted This includes the re 
construction of all the large bridges 
damagm! bj the unusually high 
water during the past two seasons, 
and the construction of several new 
bridges over the larger strams on the 
maim ines of thoroughrare ine 
Main roads leading to the market 
centres have also becn improved as 
far as it is possible to do so this 
season.the improvements of particular 
interest to BamMonton veing on the 
main road east of Fort Saskatchewan, 
north to Athabasca Landing, north to 
Morinville and west to Stony Pialn. 
These roads are now in such condition 
that hereafter there will be no trouble 
im transporting over them the large 
crops with which those districts are
